What the Coupon Ballot Ic 
When interviewed with regard to i 
the ballot system proposed Mr. Dunn ] 
gave out the following: 
“It ie so made that tha voter aim- j 
ply takes the names of the candidates j 
that he wishes elected, away from 
the other names and seals them up 
In s folder-like envelope. The re­ 
maining portion of the ballot Is also 
sealed in a larger envelope, and the 
two parts thus sealed, are attached 
by means of a pocket on the back 
of the largest envelope and ara put 
into the ballot box together. 
“In order that the ballot msy be 
small and convenient it is made in 
book form, of two, three, four or 
five small sheets as may be neces­ 
sary to accommodate all th* candi­ 
date s' names. It Is printed, by the lo­ 
cal printer, on heavy cheap paper, 
which is perforated for the purpose, 
before the printer buys It, so that 
each name appears on a separable 
coupon, accompanied by the name of 
the party, the name of the office for 
which he is a candidate and the of­ 
fice number. 
“To make the counting still more 
rapid, and also to aid the voter, the 
coupons, or sheets of coupons, of each 
political party are printed on paper 
of a different color. 
“In addition to the simplicity of 
selecting what one wishes to ’ vote 
and removing it from the rest, this 
plan renders it practically Impossi­ 
ble for a ballot to be made to rep­ 
resent other than the voters wish, 
after the voter is through with it, as 
may be easily done under the present 
mark system, by simply adding other 
marks, which either spoil, or change 
the meaning of a ballot.
